Many claim that politics is at 
the bottom of it, but however that may 
be, the fight is on and it will be interesting 
to see which wins.

A CLASH IN THE BOARD. 


Mayor King and the Police Board 
Falled te Agree Yesterday. 

A serious clash between the general coun- 
cil and the board of police commissioners 
is imminent. 

The smoke of a hot contest is already 
rising. The hoise of a coming battle can 
be heard and unless the flag of truce is 
quickly waved there is no saying the re- 
sult. 

There was a meeting of the lta@mrd of 
police commissioners yesterday afternoon. | 
There was a strong strain to be cool and 
deliberate. Before the session had far 
advanced it was like a smoldering volcano, 
ready to flare forth at any minute, and oc- 
castonally a spark did fly upwards. ~ It 
was seething with intense feeling and the 
result was that the commissioners decided 
to investigate the charges against the de- 
tectives and take action independent of 
the city councH or any committee ap- 
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oF member of that force. That's the law. 
Don’t ask me what will be done.” 

Thus the situation. 
Chairman English Reads a Request. 


Sioner Branan, who is absent on a busi- 
ness trip to Florida. That the commis- 
sioners meant business, that théy realized 
that the affair they had to deal with was 
one of serious import, could be discerned 
easily in the determined and rigid expres-

Chairman English Save one solid, solemn 
strcke of the gavel and called the session 
to order. 

“This is a called meeting of the board,”’ 
he said, “to take into consideration the 
action of the commaittee in regard to their 
attitude towards members of this depart:

J. M. Wright, bearing on the charges 
which ‘have been brought out against him 
and twe other members of his depart- 
ment.’’ 

The chairman then read in very rounded 
tones the communication of Chief Wright. 
What Chief Wright Asked. 

This communication said: 

“Hon, J. W. English, Chairman of the 
Board of Police Commissigners, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: Inv the investigation of 
charges preferred against Captain Amos 
Baker, now clerk of the recorder's court, 
evidence was introduced by the defendants 
attacking myself and Messrs. Cason and 


pointed by that body. 
Wright, Looney and Cason Suspended 

Chairman English and the rest of the 
board, except the mayor, thought that it 
was the exclusive right of the police com- 
missioners to investigate charges made 
against individual members, of the police 
force. 

“We have no right to delegate this power 
to the general council,” said the chairman. 
“This duty is incumbent upon us accord- 
ing to our duties as laid down in the 
charter, and there is no escape from ft.” 

Commissioner William H. Venable \in- 

troduced a resolution to that effect. Ma 
King, single handed, opposed this action, 
and thought that it was the best policy 
“to bide a wee,” awaiting the determina- 
tion of the general council at their meeting 
Monday afternoon, in order to avoid fric- 
‘tion. He incorporated this sentiment in a 
resolution which he offered as a substi- 
tute to Mr. Venable’s resolution. It was 
voted down, and the commissioners decided 
to take up as quickly as possible the 
Charges against Detectives Wright, Looney 
and Cason. Thus the clash. 

What of the Result? 

What will be the result? Will there be 
two investigations upon the same subject in 
Session at the same time? Will the council 
a8 a superior body repudiate the action 
of the commissioners and call upon them 
to relinquish their. proceedings’? If this 
Action is taken will the commissioners defy 
it? Will the result of Monday’s council 
meeting pour oil on the troubled waters 
and arch the rainbow among the angered 
elements? Will the council investigate the 
chatges and call upon the board of com- 
missioners to execute? 

These are the grave questions which con- 
front the two factions. _ 

“If there are any fines to be imposed, 
any punishment meted out, any expulsions, 
Suspensions or any action of that charac~- 
ter to be imposed upon the individual mem- 
bers of the police force, this power alone 
rests with the board of police commis- 
Sioners,” said the city attorney, Judge 
James Anderson, as he fluttered the leaves

The Investigation and Chief Connoll 

“T regret the violent tone of this investi- 
gation,” said Chief Connolly. “T regret that 
this affair has stirred up such harsh feel- 
ing all around. It may be for the best, 
however. No one can say. One thing is 
certain, if there is any rottenness in this 
police department no one is more anxious 
than I for it to come out. I am anxious 
for an investigation if it will be of any 
material benefit 6 the city of Atlanta. 

“Personally, I'M tt the fourteen years of 
my services as.chief of police count for 
itself. Is am. willing to spread out every 
action of mine during that time before any 
committee in any place. The po 
lic department of the city, and 
I know whereof I speak, for I 
have inspected those of nearly every city 
in the country, has not many equals, both 
in the integrity and the efficiency of its 
men. It does not require a long examina- 
tion for anybody to see the difference be- 
tween the Atlanta police force“today and 
that ten years ago. We are up to date in 
everything, but we need more men and I 
hope our appropriation will not necessitate 
the reduction of the force.” 

The Detectives Talk. 

“T have not much to say,”’ said Detective 
Looney last night. “I asx the public to 
suspend their opinion in this matter until 
it can be fully investigated. We have been 
brought up unexpectedly. Charges that we 
had no notice of have Seen hurled at us and 
Summary treatment given us. 

“The investigation in the proper way will 
show things differently. We will be pre- 
pared to show the motive of all these vile 
charges which have been hurled at us. 
There is not a charge but has for its origin 
some statement of the many gambjers 
which we have brought to justice dufing 
the last year.”’ 

“All I ask,” said Captain Wright, “is a 
fair and impartial investigation at the 
hands of a fair and impartial body. Then, 
if I ath not found a proper person to be 
in the employ of the city I shall feel it 
a duty I owe myself to go out of office.”’ 
Detective CaSon said: “Of course those 
charges, pafnted up as they were, looked 
bad against us. We had no means of de- 
fense, or rather wé had not the proper 
notice that such things would be brought 
out. If I’m not a proper man for my place 
I don’t want it.” 

Bedford in Charge. 
Detective H. H. Bedford, one of the most 
conscientious men in the employment of the 
city, was designated last night as the 
temporary successor of Chief Wright until 
the charges are investigated. 
Bedford has been on the police force many 
years. His unassuming modesty, kindly 
nature and yet thé active zeal he has al- 
ways shown in all his dealings mark him 
as a superior and eminent officer. Until the. 
final decision concerning the disposition of 
Chief Wright's case Bedford will take the 
detective department in charge. 


CAPTAIN ENGLISH READY. 


He Puts Himself on Record as to His 
Position and Opinion. 
Captain J. W. English, chairman of the 
police commissioners, has his own con- 
ception as to the duties of the police com- 
missioners, and as chairman he intends to 
hold to this right to the end, acting by 
council to the contrary. 
“I expressed my views of the situation 
at the meeting this afternoon,” said Cap- 
tain English last night. ‘I do not care to 
say anything further.” 
“But, captain,’ was asked, “how do you 
regard the action of the council committee 
in recommending an investigation of the 
police and detective departments by a com. 
mittee from council? Do you take it that 
this recommendation is a compliment to the 
integrity of the police commissioners?’ 

“It stands for itself,’”’ said Captain Eng- 
lish. “No one need misconstrue it. I 
have done nothing to antagonize council 
and it has not offended me. I have tried 
to do my duty honestly and conscientiously. 
I have not placed myself in a position 
where I can be attacked and no official act 
of mine can be criticised. I shall do noth- 
ing which will lay me open to criticism. 
As to the power of control the council ex- 
ercises over the police commissioners, I 
stand on the charter. I shall obey the 
laws and orders of the city council in so 
far as they are legal. 

“When it gets to the ~oint,’’ said Cap- 
tain BEmeglish, earnestly, “where I can no 
longer act conscientiously and free from 
all influence except from right, I shall re. 
sign. Iam not influenced by the action of 
the council committee. The people un- 
derstand the true situation. I want to see 
The Constitution take a stand in the mat- 
ter. I should be delighted if the paper 
took the right side and hewed to the line, 
letting the chips fall where they may.” 

Mayor King Speaks His Mind. 

Jus, after the adjournment of the meet- 
ing of thé board of police commissioners 
yesterday afternoon, Mayor King was asked 
for his opinion regarding the action of the 
committee in the Baker investigation. 

“T have,” he said, “kept myself as far 
as possible free from any opinion in con- 
nection with this case. T have done th‘s, as 
I did not know bu; what it might in some 
way come before me as an official. 

“In case such a thing should occur, why 
I would be impartial; when, if I had allowed 
myself to form an opinion, 1 would no: be. 
“I have just come from the police commis- 
sioners’ meeting,’’ continued the mayor, 
“but I was in the minority. Some times a 
minority can be correct, and just’ as often 
it can be wrong. | cannot say that my 
position before the board was correct, but 
I certainly think it was. I want nothing 
done in haste, A few days would not make 
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any great difference, that I can see, in the 
affair. 

“For the board to say that the council 
would take steps to appoint an investigating 
committee, when it did not have the au. 
thority to do so, is assuming that it would 
do wrong. 

“I do not think we have a right to take 
this position. The council had been re- 
quested to appoiny an investigating commit- 
tee to look into these charges against the 
detectives. That body would have, I think, 
acted very cautiously in the matter, and 
under the advisement of the city attorney. 

“I took the position that tn. commiseic ners 
should wait until after the meeting of gpun- 
cil on next Monday afternoon. That was 
my motion, bu¢ I was out-voted; in fact, 
I only got one vote, which was my own.”’ 
‘While the mayor differed with the board 
of police commissioners in the matter of in- 
vestigation, he made no adverse criticism 
regarding its action and tnkes hia frat 
official defeat in a good-natured and trei- 
ness-like manner.

A Verdict Will Be Reached in the Bailey 
Case Before Night. 


YESTERDAY'S SESSION WAS SENSATIONAL 


Colonel Latham Objected to Ed Reagan 
Testifying, and Said He Would 
Withdraw from the Case. 


At 10 o’clock this morning Solicitog Hill 
will begin the closing argument in the 
Bailey case and a verdict will be reached 
by the jury sometime today. 

The proceedings of yesterday took on a 
tinge of the sensational and at one time 
a mistrial was agreed upon. It wasall over 
the witness Ed Reagan, to whose introduc- 
tion after argument had been made Colonel 
T. W. Latham objected and declared that he 
would withdraw from the case and ask for 
a continuance until two weeks hence. 

The defendant and his wife broke down 
when Colonel Lafflam stated that if Ed 
Reagan was permitted to testify he would 
withdraw from the case, and after a mis- 


trial had been agreed upon the attorneys 
held a conference and decided to permit 
Reagan to testify. The defense was given 
the right to introduce evidence in rebuttal, 
but did not find ff necessary to do so. 

Judge Richard Clark was severe upon 
the Jawyers of both the state and defense 
in the niatter of: the witness Reagan. He 
said that the attorneys had been negligent 
in Mot secufing Reagan and that this mat- 
ter was to be regretted. He stated that he 
would permit Reagan to testify, but he 
would give the defense the right to intro- 
duce testimdhy in rebuttal. He said that 
since the evidence of Reagan was to come 
after the speech by Mr. Frank Haralson, 
of the defense, he would permit him to 
make a second speech in which he could 
argue the testimony of Reagan. : 

When Reagan was ready to go upon the 
stand objections were entered by both Col- 
onel Latham and Attorney Haraison, Bai- 
ley’s attorneys. They argued that it was 
not legal; that the argument had begun and 
that the state had no right to reserve wit- 
nesses to be imroduced after speeches had 
begun. The attorneys for the stdte argued 
that Reagan was a competent witness. 
Judge Clark then said that he would permit 
Reagan to testify,. but that testimony in 
rebuttal could be introduced by the de- 
fense. 

Colonel Latham Raises a Storm. 

At this Colonel Latham arose and request- 
ed Judge Clark to mark his name off as 
representing Balléy. He said that he could 
not go on ifi a case where he was totally 
unprepared to meet testimony and that his 
duty was to withdraw. 

Judge Clark said that he would mark off 
Colonel Latham’s name if he insisted, but 
told Colonel Latham that it was the opin- 
jon of the court that the attorney should 
not desert his client at an hour when he 
most needed aid. Colonel Latham’s re- 
marks had moved Bailey and his wife to 
tears and both sat weeping.

been able to accumulate his cotton without 
disturbing prices, the fact that he repre- 
sents a large following, and that his buy- 
ing is based on the failure of the receipts 
to increase as rapidly as expected is in 
itself evidence that cotton is receiving the 
attention of those who for a long time 
have not been able to see any improvement 
in the future. A; the close of the market, 
an effort was made to depress prices, and 
a portion of the cotton which was bought 
earlier was thrown overboard with the ef- 
ect of closing’ the market 1 to 2 points below 
yesterday. The movement at the interior 
towns will be about 85,000 bales, and the 
stocks will lose 36,000.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Everything in the Speculative Mar- 
kets Dull and Stupid. 


Chicago, January 18.—Today witnessed an- 
other dull, stupid session in all the specu- 
lative markets on the board of trade. The 
inactivity embraced everything dealt in on 
that exchange, even including the se-ds. 
Wheat started out with a slight loss from 
yesterday and the inactivity was so pro- 
nounced that prices scarcely Avotuated % 


of a cent during the balance of the session. 
The tone was not a'‘healthy one at any 
time, and the close showed a shade décline 
for she day. May wheat opened from 57% 
to 
57%@57%. Cash wheat was weak and 4@ 
per bushel lower. 

Corn was in the same kind of a rut as 
wheat. It .took weakness from that grain 
and from larger receipts. than expected. 
May corn opened at 474c, sold between 
471,@47T%c and 47%c, closing at 47%—a shade 
lower than yesterday. Cash corn was 4 
full half cent lower, with an indifferent 
demand. 

Oats—The slump in oats at the wind up of 
yesterday's session left a number of shorts 
in that market, who, by their covering 
this morning, contributed some steadiness 
to prices, but aside from the support given 
there was an inclination to participate in 
the general weakness ruling. Cash oats 


were weak, prices varying from %@’2c, 


under yesterday. 

Provisions—A double incentive to weak- 
ness in product was found in the discour- 
aged feeling of the grain markets and in 
the depression in the live hog market. Spec- 
ulation was dead in these as in other ar- 
ticles traded in on the floor. Some extreme 
outside figures occurred before the close 
by buying by early sellers. These showed 
May pork with a loss of 12%c, May lard 
with a fraction and May ribs with a de- 
cline of 2%@ic from yesterday.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


_ Chicago, January 18.—We are twice talk- 
ing about dull markets but today has 
capped the climax. For some reason, not 
very. apparent, nearly every broker and 
commission house on the block appears to 
have orders to buy May wheat at 57%c and 
Partridge, and one or two large traders 
were constantly offering to sell unlimited 
quantities at 575:c. The result was no bus- 
iness for the commission houses. Reccipts 
in Liverpool of 75,000 quarters, the next few 
days, against 26,000 the three days preceded, 
ceused a decline in Liverpool prices of 
about 4c per bushel on cash receipts and % 
to 1 cent on futures. Continental markets 
were also about 44c lower. There is some 
talk of increased receipts in Minnesota, 
owing to recent sales from country ware- 
houses, but the strength in cash at that 
point would not indicate any material in- 
crease in the near. future. The fact re- 
mains the same that nearly all the country 
millers in Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Mis- 
sourl cannot buy wheat and supply their 
mills without bidding up 4 or 5 cents a 
bushel above the normal market price. 
Holders of wheat in the country believe 
that millers will have to go to Chicago 
for their wheat; therefore they will have 
to pay Chicago prices plus the freight and 
reversing the usual order of things, when 
the seller has been selling at Chicago 
prices, less freight. 

A little increase in receipts of corn, pros- 
pects of a cold wave coming, which will 
help the grading somewhat caused a little 
freer selling by the holders of lower grade 
and cribs. 

The provisions pit was surprised by or- 
ders from half a dozen brokers to sell May 
pork, consequently there was a slump of 
about 20 cents a barrel from yesterday's 
close before many traders could be made 
by anybody. At about $11.42 for May brok- 
ers absorbed all offerings. We believe the 
dull season in the pork pit is about over 
and look forward to a very much more 
active and broader market where we hope 
orders can be filled more satisfactory. 
We think receipts for hogs next weed will 
not be more than two-thirds or three- 
fourths as many as the past.

Ur. Mayson Has Kindly Prepared a Way 
to Get Rid of the Warden. 


IT IS NOT AN ELECTIVE OFFICE 


And When Council Meets Monday There 
Will Be a Resolution Providing for 
the Selection of That Official. 


There may be no investigation into the 
character of City Warden Hunter, but in- 
stead he may silently disappear from 
view, so far as his official life is con- 
cerned. 

When Councilman Mayson announced 
that he would make certain damaging 
charges against the warden if he offered 
for re-election, he did not fully understand 
the conditions under which he held the 
effice. Later he began an _ investigation 
and learned that Hunter was not elected, 
but held his position by appointment. 

At the same time Mr. Mayson learned 
that there was no regular term of office, 
but that the warden held this position for 
an indefinite period. That caused him to 
take an entirely different course.. The re- 
sult of this was the resolution calling on 
the ordinance committee to prepare an 
ordinance fixing a term of office and the 
style of election or appointment. This or. 
dinance has not yet been prepared, but 
will be before the meeting of council Mon- 
day afternoon and will then be presented. 

The office of city warden has received 
jess attention than any other public office 
in the city. Since his appointment War- 
den Hunter has had no opposition and 
few people knew under just what condi- 
tions he held the position. He was gen. 
erally regarded as a fixture in the: place 
and the first official act of Councilman 
Mayson was a decided surprise to a ma- 
jority of the people. 

Councilman Campbell, who is chairman of 
the ordinance committee, said yesterday 
afternoon: “‘We will have the ordinance 
prepared by Monday if we are physically 
able to stand such a severe strain. 

The Ordinance Committee Consults. 

“Speaking seriously though,” he said, 
“we have been consulting as to what was 
best to be done in the matter. We have 
consulted with Dr. J. D. Turner, president 
of the Atlanta Charitable Association, 
under whose direction Warden Hunter has 
to act, in certain matters, and with ex. 
Councilman Dimmock, who was chairman 
of the relief committee of the last city 
Then we have consulted with 
ether city officials, as Wwe wanted to 
be correct beforé we did anything. 
Hunter was appointed by Mayor Glenn 
several years ago and has continued to 
hold the office since then without any re- 
newal of the appointment.” : 

Will Present No Charges. 

Councilman Mayson says he will present 
no specific charges to the council on Mon- 
day afternoon, but will await the action 
of that body on the ordinance that is to 
be presented then. 

“fF cannot say what I will do,”’ he said, 
“until after that meeting Monday after- 
noon. When the council decides upon the 
ordinance then I can tell what will be 
best to do. There may be no investigation 
of the warden’s Office at all. It may not 
be necessary if the council adopts an ordi- 
nance. 

Will Make a Man Sick. 

“While I do not expect to present any 
special charges to the council, I could do 
so easily if I thought it was nec@ssary. 
The people have been coming to my office 
in numbers that surprised me since my ac- 
tion in this matter was made public. 

“The charges against him that have 
been given to me are enough to make a 
man sick. They just keep coming in and 


council. 


Dan Vaughn, charged with larceny after 
trust, and H. C. Ketterer, charged with re- 
ceiving stolen goods, were arraignéd before 
Judge Landrum yesterday and each placed 
under bonds to await trial by a higher 
court. 

The charges were made by Mr. W. L. 
Fain, a Forsyth street merchant, who al- 
leged that the two men worked a systemat- 
ic robbery of his store, Vaughn, who was 
a clerk in the store, beimg charged with 
stealing goods and turning them over to 
Ketterer, who was a storekeeper. 

The manner in which they conducted their 
operations charged by Mr. Fain, was that 
Vaughn got out goods and marked them 
to be shipped to parties in other cities, and 
instead of shipping them to those parties, 
sent the goods to Ketterer here in At- 
lanta. 

The discovery of the fraud was made by 
a drummer of the house who, noticing cer- 
tain packages of goods being marked to 
parties tn his territory whom he had been 
unable to get an order from, made inquiries 
as to how the order was sccured. 

When these inquiries were made it was 
found that no orders had been received 
from the out-of-town merchant to whom 
the goods were marked and in that way the 
fraud came to light. 

Vaughn's bond was fixed at $19 and that 
of Ketterer at $300, the latter being sent to 
jail in default of same. 

Where Has He Reen? 

Bud Kirkpatrick, a negro boy about fifteen 
years oki, was carried before Judge Perker- 
son vesterday charged with having shot at 
a train during December last. 

The arraignment of the boy was brought 
about by unusual circumstances, the justice 
court officials being under the impression 
that he }:ad been released from the station 
house about six weeks ago. 

We was arrested last month by ex-County 
Policeman Wells and lodged in the statian 
house on the above charge and by some 
unknown means was transferred from there 
to the Fulton county jail, where he re- 
mained until yesterday. 

Two or three days after his arrest, Judge 
Perkerson sent to the station house for 
the boy and was told that he had been re- 
leased and was not there. 

The justice thinking that the prosecutor 
had abandoned the case and had the boy 
released, paid no more attention to it until 
yesterday, when an investigation was made 
by the boy’s parents as to his whereabouts, 
resulting in his discovery in the jail. 

It is charged by the court officials that 
the delay in trying the boy was by the 
reglect of the arresting officer to prosecute 
the case. 

No one appeared against the boy yester- 
day and Judge Perkerson. taking into con- 
sideration his long and unusual incarcera- 
tion under those circurnstances, dismissed 
the warrant with a warning to the boy 
that im future he shoot at rabbits and birds 
and not at trains.

Accounts of the Trial 


AFFIDAVITS TO THAT EFFECT EMADE 


Judge Clark May Hear the Motions for a 
New ‘Trial for Myers, Carr and 
Phillips Today. 


“he three motions for a new trial in the 
cases of Will Myers and Alex Carr, con- 
victed of murder and sentenced to hang, 
and Jim Phillips, sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary for forgery, will be 

The grounds set forth last week by Messrs. 
The grounds set fo®th last week by Messrs. 
Arrold & Arnold, in their motion for a new 
trial in the Carr case, created a genuine 
fensation, and it began to look as if the 
members of the Carr jury would be ar- 
rested and fined for contempt. 

But there seems to be a tide in the op- 
pesite edirection. 

In their affidavits filed with Judge Clark, 
there Was one sworn to by E. A. Alford, a 
negro waiter at the Oriole cafe. He swore 
that he was furnished money by members 
of the jury and purchased papers, both 
morning and afternoon of the 30th and 3lst 
of November, 1893. 

The negro also swore that he tossed 
these papers over the transom during the 
temporary absence of the bailiffs in cnarge 
of the jury. 

That two papers were read by members 
of the jury is not denied, but a number of 
the jurors have made affidavits denying 
the transom transaction and denying that 
money was furnished fo the negro waiter 
to secure the papers. They further swear 
that these papers were The Journal, of the 
afternoon of November 29th. while the 
other was The Constitution of the morn- 
ing of November 30th. These papers they 
declare contained not one line of the evi- 
dence, but simply the account of the em- 
paneling of the jury. They deny that 
they saw the “Hang Him’’ editoriat. 

The names of these jurors making these 
afiidavits are as follows: 

J. D. Goodman, E. O. Steele, T. J. 
O. White, M. A. 
Stovall and A. P. Herrington. 

T. J. Smith swears that he is the man 
who got the papers of the 29th and 30th, 
and that he carried them to the jury’s 
room from the dining room, where he got 
them off a table. 

Judge Clark may postpone the hearing 
of the argument until next Saturday, but 
as he cannot convene court in Bailey's 
case until 10 o'clock this morning, he may 
hear them at 9 o'clock.

*“‘Provided, however, that in @ase it should 
appear at the same time when such ex- 
change is offered that the treasurer can 
negotiate and sell the bonds of the state of 
Georgia: herein before referred to at a 
sum greater than the par value thereof, 
then, and in that He ggg shall not ex- 
change the same at par but ghall sell 
the said bonds of the state of Georgia 
and from the proceeds arising from such 
sale pay the principal.and interest of all 
the bonds of the said Northestern Rafl- 
road Company then outstanding bearing 
the endofsement of the state of Georgia 
on same. The treasurer of the state shall 
continue to exchange or to pay such 


Northeastern bonds endorsed by the state, 
as herein required, until the entire amount 
of the issue aforesaid has been taken up 
or paid off in full. The treasurer shall issue 
a receipt to theyparty depositing the bonds 
in the name of the state of Georgia for 
each bond and coupon so deposited, to/be 
surrendered when the new bonds are re- 
ceived or the money paid for the old.”
